Furious Storm. 


LOUISVILLE, KY., May 23.—Again 


the wind has worked its will upon Louis- 
ville. Dwellings are ruined, streets are 
filled with the wreckage of roofs, with 
broken and uprooted trees, remnants of 
walls and twisted wires. No lives are 
known to be lost and few of the injuries 
received are serious. 


At 4 o'clock belated people saw a low, 


black cloud, with greenish fringe, sweep- 
ing up swiftly from the southwest. The 
blow struck the south of the city flrst, 
marking its destructive forces first upon 
the Louisvilleand Xashville roundhouse, 
at Tenth and Broadway. From there on 
the centre of the city suffered little save 
by chimneys blown down and trees up- 
rooted. The full force of the wind struck 
the squares bounded by Campbell, Han- 
cock, Broadway and Green streets, and 
there the principal damage was done. 


When the storm struck the city eight 


workmen in charge of James Dadigau, 
DI'Sht foreman at the Louisville and 


J hair, from Xashville round-house, at Tenth and 


Broadway, were busy about the engines. 
As the wind struck the circular building 
the roof was lifted free from all fasten- 
ings and then, as a lull came, dropped 
from its own weight squarely upon the 
structure. The walls stood the pressure, 
but the roof crashed down upon the in- 
terior. 


The heavy engines were overturned 


like tops. As the roof was lifted each 
man crept into the pit beneath liis engine 
and there lay safe and unscathed until 
the storm passed. The walls are still 
standing and the damage to the building 
will not exceed $5,000. The damage to 
tbe engines will be less than half that 
amount. 


CLEVELAND, OHIO, May 23.—Four 


men were instantly killed aud several 
injured in a terrific wind-storm that oc- 
curred here this morning. A scaffold on 
a high chimney twenty feet above the 
six-story Bradley building, at Superior 
aud Erie streets, was blown down. The 
meu engaged on it bad descended on the 
approach of tbe storm. The scaffold fell 
in tbe midst of a party of employes of 
the Cleveland Gaslight and Coke Com- 
pany, who werelaying apipe in tbe street. 


DETROIT, May 23.—Rain, driven by a 


sixty-mile-an-hour wind, broke over this 
city this morning. Many shade trees 
throughout tho city were blown down. 
Cass avenue and other streets are so 
thickly strewn with broken limbs and 
trunks as to be almost impassable. 


Great damage was done by high winds 


at Adrian. At Lenawee Junction, five 
miles east, it amounted to a tornado. 
Two barns were blown down, numerous 
orchards were destroyed and bouses left 
without chimneys or window-glass. 
Crops are leveled to the ground. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 23.—Indiana was 


swept by a storm about 4 o'clock this 
morning. In the eastern and sci'thern 
portions of the State the wind blew with 
the greatest force. At Jeflorsonville 
many houses were unroofed and trees 
were blown down. John Slem was blown 
over an embankment and severely injur- 
ed. At Elwood the roof of the Ameri- 
can tin-plate works was blown off and 
the building otherwise damaged. This 
is. the third time this plant has been dam- 
aged by storm. At Marion the Roaster 
building of tbe Columbia zinc works was 
blown over. The smokestack fell on the 
main building, crushing the walls and 
damaging the machinery. 
The total 


damage will run up into the thousands.

CHEAPENED ALUMINUM.—The pro- 


duction of aluminum in tlieUni ted States 
in 1S!)2 was 294,313 pounds—a figure 
which surprises persons who are unaware 
of the fact that Hie world's production 
is now nearly doubled every year. The 
old procef..') of producing Ijy means of 
sodium has been cheapened until it is 
possible to make aluminum at a cost of 
$1 a pound. But by the Hall invention 
—an electrical process—the cost has been 
reduced to 50 cents a pound. But the 
electrical method does not produce the 
metal in mass. The current is passed 
through a mixture of carbon and alum- 
ina, with the result that the carbon takes 
the oxj'gen of the alumina and sets the 
aluminum free in fine particles, ready to 
mix with alloys. A recent invention of 
W. A. Baldwin facilitates the making of 
alloys. This inventor brings iron, for 
example, in a molten state in contact 
withcltty, bauxite or other altiminiferous 
material. 
Common salt and charcoal 


are added. Thereupon chlorine is set 
free, the sodium and carbon unile with 
the oxygen of the alumina and the re- 
leased aluminum is taken up by the mol- 
ten iron. This process is a very cheap 
one and has a future. The famous 
Damascene sword blades are said to owe 
their excellence to the aluminum taken 
up by steel fused in clay furnaces. 


THE cost of discovering America by 


Columbus, says Prof. Buge, in the "Glo- 
bus," was 1,400,000 maravedis; or about 
$7,2£iO of our money. The money of 
Queen Isabella, of course, had a higher 
purciiitsing power than the dollar of to- 
day.

Hoes and Good Bacon. 


Hogs ought to bring good prices this 


year. The decrease in the total number 
of hogs for the kingdom of Great Britian 
thisyearisoverl,000,000. Theshortage 
in Ireland is estimated at 1,200,000 head. 
The abnormally high price of bacon and 
pone, as contrasted with other meats, 
will, it is thought, greatly stimulate hog 
breeding. 


It is a most noteworthy fact, well 


worth the consideratiou of American 
farmers, that the hog products that com- 
mand the highest price in the English 
markets come from countries that are 
not noted for the production of corn, 
namely: England. Ireland and Denmark. 
The quality and consequent high price 
of English, Irish and Danish bacoa is 
due, ttrst, to the feeding of the hog, and 
second, to the manner of curing. 


The best quality of bacon is produced 


by feeding barley, rye, wheat and peas, 
boiled potatoes, skimmed milk, butter- 
milk and whey. The hogs should rauge 
in weight from 180 to 220 pounds, and 
should be long aud lean, with well de- 
veloped hams, and the fat on the back 
should not exceed 1} inches in thickness. 
The shoulders, sides and hams are cured 
in one piece. The over-fat, corn-fed 
hog does not make the linest and does 
not bring the highest price. By atten- 
tion to these requisites the Danish farm- 
era have increased their sales of bacon 
in England from 4,000,000 pounds in 
1SS1 to about 200,000,000 pounds in 1S92, 
and the price has steadily increased.

The Warfare on Weeds. 


The matter of destroying weeds lias 


been frequently discussed, but there is 
uo portion of the work on the farm that 
deserves more attention than that of 
keeping down the weeds. The varieties 
of weeds are so numerous as to almost 
bewilder the farmer who is on the look- 
out for them, for they adapt themselves 
to all manner of conditions and make 
desperate struggles to seize and hold 
full possession of the ground that should 
be occupied by more profitable crops. 


If work is pressing in some depart- 


ments the weeds are often given an op- 
portunity to make full headway. When 
this Is done they will have taken from 
the soil a large share of the plant food 
which the farmer placed there for the 
ready use of his crop, and if the season 
is dry the weeds will secure the moist- 
ure that is required by the crops. There 
should lie no postponement of the work 
of weed destruction. It is more eco- 
nomical to neglect some other work, if 
such must happen, ii order to destroy 
the weeds when they are young, for it 
is then that their destruction will be 
more complete and less damage will 
have been done the crop by the weeds. 
A week's difference in the growth of 
weeds is quite a period of time, for 
they make surprising headway, and in 
that time they will have so seriously 
interfered with the crop as to delay 
it throughout the entire growing season, 
for every farmer knows that an early 
start is of great assistance to the crop. 
The weeds themselves teach a lesson in 
that respect, as thay aim to get ahead 
of the crop as soon as possible. 


If any of the weeds are beyond the 


reach of the cultivator the hoe should 
be used, and in some locations it may 
be necessary to hand pull the weeds, 
in order not to permit one of them to 
go to seed. A single weed may produce 
a thousand seeds, to be carried by the 
winds over the whole farm, thus entail- 
ing labor at another time. If all weeds 
can be prevented from seeding there 
will be less work to do next year, and 
with thorough cultivation they may 
be exterminated, but the work must be- 
gin at this season, with no intermission 
until frost appears. If a field is over- 
run with weeds mow them down while 
they are green, plow the laud and sow it 
in Hungarian gniss, which not only 
crowds out the weeds by its rapid 
growth, but which may be mowed sev- 
eral times for hay during which process 
the weeds are mowed also. There 
should be no such thing as finishing the 
work of cultivating a corn crop as long 
as weeds or grass can be seen in the 
rows. One of the advantages of a corn 
crop is the clean cultivation required, 
which clears the land of weeds.

"To 
say that the timber belt, which lies along 
the slopes of the Cascades and in the west- 
em part of tbe state, covers 40,000 square 
miles, or about the area of the State of Ohio, 
conveys but a faint idea of its extent.

The following is from the press report of 


Friday's proceeding in the House at Har- 
risbnrg : 


Senate bills on second reading were con- 


sidered at the afternoon session. The bill 
to provide for the incorporation, government 
and regulation oi' electric passenger railways 
and conferring upon them the right of emi- 
nent domain was amended as follows: "Per- 
mission is given such railways to carry 
freight packages not exceeding 200 pounds 
in weight. 


No electric railways shall occupy any por- 


tion of any pnblic road in any township 
except on the condition that they shall pre- 
serve an adequate width for accnstomed 
travel and shall maintain at its own expense 
a driveway at least 14 feet wide. 


Electric railways are prohi biter] from en- 


tering any pnblic park, cemetery or battle- 
field. This amendment was offered by Mr. 
Ziegler, of Gettysburg, and is designed to 
keep the proposed electric railway out of the 
famous battlefield at that place. 


A proviso offered by Mr. Taggart was ad- 


ded to section 16, that in the construction 
of any electric railway the track shall be of 
the standard gnage, 5 feet 2 inches, and the 
form of rail and position and method of lay- 
ing the same shall be snch as may be pre- 
scribed by the local authorities.

Fftnn and Garden. 


—There is a tendency to plant too 


many acres. More acres sown to grass, 
and fewer and better cultivated acres of 
com would frequently 1« better for 
many farmers. 


—M you want attractive homes, sleek 


animals, farms with enduring fertility, 
healthy bodies, serviceable machinery, 
a firm, healthy business activity from 
one year's end to the other, get out of 
debt as soon as you can and pay as you 
go-—Lima beans, string beans, squashes 
and cucumbers may be planted, and 
they should grow rapidly, as the ground 
is warm. To have them early apply 
weU-rotted manure, and use it plenti- 
fully. 


—Put the hotbeds to use in some 


manner after tbe early plants have been 
taken out. It is just the place for 
cucumbers. Throw a pile of brush on 
each side of the hotbed nnd the vines 
will cover the support thus givea. 


—Tomato vines may be supported 


with stakes or by trellises, which pre- 
vent the fruit from rotting by permit- 
ting a freelcirculation of air, as well as 
keeping the fruit oft the ground. 


—When the soil isstirred after a rain, 


and made fine and loose, evaporation 
of the moisture from below is prevent- 
ed. During a time of drought no better 
way to mitigate its effects can be resort- 
ed to than that of loosening the top soil 
to the depth of one or tvco inches. The 
loose dirt serves as a covering, which 
protects the roots from the effects of 
the drying air and also assists :n retain- 
ing a supply of needed moisture. 


— Dig around the peach trees and 


search for the borers. The use of kainit 
and soapsuds around the trunks will as- 
sist in destroying insects that affect the 
roots. 


—Chicks that are hatched during this 


month will come too late to be sold 
as broilers, but they will sell readily as 
roasters late in the season. Capons and 
broilers are now bringing high prices, 
the demand being larger than the sup- 
ply. 


— Lambs can be made to grow very 


large, and in a short space of time, by 
extra care. Mr. f. P. Xoel, of Sock- 
ville, Indiana, reports the weight of 67 
pounds for a lamb 6-3 days old, of the 
Cheviot breed, and a lamb 100 days old, 
of the Oxford breed, at "Wayne, 111., 
belonging to a breeder there, reached 
103 pounds. 


—Nitrate of soda is excellent for 


bringing the grass out green upon the 
lawn. After the lawn has been moved, 
and just before a rain, an application of 
50 pounds of nitrate of soda, finely 
ground, will prove excellent. Kecent 
trials with nitrate of soda on grass show 
that for every 50 ,'pounds used upon 
grass land there was a gain in grass 
equel to «5 per acre. 


— Watermelons 
anil 
cantaloupes 


should be planted now, as the ground is 
warm and the liability of the frost per- 
hapsover. Use plenty of manure in the 
hills and also broadcast a fertilizer of 
equal parts of potash, superphosphates 
and nitrate of soda on the ground, har- 
rowing it into the soil. 


—With a dirty cow and a dirty, badly- 


lighted and ill-ventilated stable, you 
need not expect to get a pure and whole- 
some article of milk, no matter how 
well you may feed and water your cow 
or how good a cow you may have. 


— In caring for the cows it is well so 


far as possible to have them in the same 
bands—not be changing day by 
day. 


Their individual characteristics and dis- 
positions should be studied and catered 
to in every possible way. 


—The construction of low wagons is 


not the only good use to which old mow- 
ing-machine wheels may be put. Se- 
cure a dozen or more of the same size, 
string them on a long shaft or axle, 
place a wooden frame and tongue and 
we have a very effective roller. 


—A good cistern, made with a filter 


aid large enough to hold all the water 
that falls from the bam, is the safest 
and surest dependence that you can 
have for water for your stock. It will 
be pure and of the right temperature 
for use summer and witter. 


—"Does poultry-keeping pay?" is al- 


ways an open question for discussion 
among farmers. One way to decide 
this for yourself would be to invest say 
$40, the price of a good cow, in good 
fowls, and then take as much care of 
them as yon would of the cow, and keep 
account of the expenses and receipts, 
but remember that you would not let 
the cow's stable go a month without 
being cleaned, nor would expect it to 
pick up its own living. Poultry keep- 
ing does pay, but how well depends upon 
the man and his methods. 


—AVatering a tree in dry weather 


only wets and crusts the surface. If a 
few inches of the top surface is removed 
before watering, it will last longer, 
but the best way of all is to keep the 
soil and top surface constantly mellow. 


—A landscape architect of New York 


says that the tulip tree stands at the 
head of all native trees, not only as an 
ornamental, but a clean tree, that is, 
freedom from insects. 


—Vermin are the greatest foes of 


poultry, and a thorough fumigation will 
do the fowl-house good. Be sure the 
fowls are all shut out until the smoking 
is over and the bouse well ventilated. 


— An exchange advises building a 


grape arbor or summer house in which 
you can sit Sunday afternoons during 
the heated season and pour over the 
contents of some favorite book or maga- 
zine. The fruit will pay you for the 
trouble, and you will have the comfort 
as cle»r profit. We ought to make our- 
selven comfortable when it is possible to 
do so. 


As TI-BKOOIMXO COOP.—A useful con- 


trivance for removing the notion of 
hatching from a sitting hen is by SI. E. 
Brown, of New Hompshire. The top 
and bottom of the box are boards two 
feet long aud one foot wide. A board 
door, one foot square, is fastened by 
hinges at one end. The sides of tbe coop 
are slatted for ventilation. The brood 
hen is placed in the coop, tlie door is 
fastened and the box is tipped up with 
blocks on one side so that the hen has to 
stand up and cannot sit down comforta- 
bly. 
Under these conditions the hatch- 


ing fever soon leaves the thoroughly dis- 
couraged hen, and she is soon laying 
again.—Amerimn Agriculturist. 


WHAT TO Do WITH CORNSTALKS.— 


If you have an open yard of wire the 
winds will sweep through the yard in 
winter, and the hens may not be as 
comfortable as desired. The cornstalks 
may be arranged on the north and west 
tides to serve aa wind brakes, and can 
as easily be kept there as elsewhere, as 
well aa serving to keep the hens warm 
and torn exposed. — Oranye 
County

Recipes. 


Chocolate Custard.—Add a teacup 


evenly full of grated chocolate, to a quart 
of fresh milk, not skimmed. Bofl to- 
gether, then set aside to cool. Beat well 
four eggs, reserving three of the whites, 
however, for a meringue. Sweeten with 
a teacupful of sugar and season with a 
teaspoonful of extract of vanilla. Mix 
chocolate and eggs together. Bake in a 
pudding dish slowly, and only until set 
like custard. Put the meringue on when 
the custard is cold. 


itimMcO Egr/s.—Beat three eggs with 


two ounces of butter and a teaspoonful 
of cream; put into a saucepan and keep 
stirring on the fire nearly five minutes, 
until it has risen up like little waffles. 
Serve hot on buttered toast. 


Little Sutler Gate.—Make a paste 


with 1 Ib. of flour, 1 02. of butter, a full 
teaspoonful of baking powdur, a little 
salt, and half a pint of buttermilk. Boll 
this paste out J inch thick, cut it into 
rounds with a tumbler, bake, tear the 
cakes apart, butter them while hot, and 
serve at once. 


Thin Biscuits.—Make a paste with 


lulf a pound of ilour, 4 ounces of butter, 
and some salt, moistened with a whole 
well-beaten egg or two tablespoonfuls of 
beer. Boll this paste out very thin, cut 
it into rounds with either a tumbler or 
a claret glass, and bake in a quick oven. 
If liked, a little grated cheese and some 
cayenne can be used to flavor these bis- 
cuits. 


Sij Ways of Making Cream Cake.— 


One cup of sugar and two eggs creamed 
together, one-half a cup of thick, sweet 
cream, one heaping cup of flour, one 
heaping spoonful of baking powder. Fla- 
vor to taste. Bake in four layers. Por 
filling, take one-half cup of thick, sweet 
cream, whipped; then add one-half cup 
of sugar, and beat some more, and flavor 
with same flavoring as used in the cake. 


Xo. 2—Break two eggs into a teacup 


and fill with sour cream. One teacup of 
sugar, one teaspoon of soda, one and 
three-uuarters teacups of flour; season 
to taste. Beat the eggs and cream to- 
gether, then add sugar, flour and soda. 


No. 3—Pour eggs, one-half pound of 
ranulated sugar, one pint of sweet 


cream, flour to make a stiff batter. Beat 
the sugar and eggs together until light, 
then add the cream, then the flour with 
two teaspoonfulsof baking powder. Fla- 
vor to taste. You must be sure to have 
pure cream, or your cake will not be rich 
enough. I have fine scccesswith this 
cake, and we all like it better than any I 
make. It is very nice baked in layers 
with icing between and on top. 


Xo. -1—One cup of sour cream, one cup 


o£ sugar, two cups of flour, two eggs, one 
teaspoonful of soda. Bake in a loaf or 
patty tins. 


Xo. 5—One and a half cups of sugar, 


two eggs, one and a half cups of sweet 
cream, three cups of flour, two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. Flavor with 
lemon. Put sugar in the mixing bowl, 
break the eggs on the sugar and beat un- 
til well mixed, then add cream, etc. 
Bake one hour in a moderate oven. Sour 
cream and soda may be used, but does 
not make so fine a cake. 


Xo. (1—One cup of sugar, two eggs, one 


cup of thick sour cream, one teaspoonful 
of soda and Hour to thicken. I vary this 
by using four yolks to make gold cake, or 
four whites to make a silver cake ; or by 
using sweet cream and baking powder, 
or a cup of maple sugar and a heaping 
tablespoonful of mixed spice. I also 
make cookies from this recipe by adding 
a half cup more of sugar; roll as soft as 
can be handled.

National Forest Reserves. 


The people of the United States in gen- 


eral, and of the State of California in partic- 
ular, o-we el-Secretary of the Interior John 
W. Noble an eternal debt of gratitude for 
his intelligent, zealous and invaluable ser- 
vices to the cause of forest preservation, 
saya the Century. 


By this policy there has been made firat 


of all a new preservation south ot and ad- 
j lining the Yosemite National Park by the 
addition of over 4,000,000 acres, compris- 
ing that portion of the Sierra Nevada 
which is at once the most mountainous 
and most grandly beautiful in the United 
States. It contains over 6,000 square miles, 
with an altitude ranging from 3,000 to 
]5,000 I'eet, composed almost entirely of 
lof-y mountains and great canyons, and 
reaching the highest elevation in the Union, 
outside ot Alaska. It includes the wonder- 
ful King's Eiver canyon, called by Mr. 
John Muir "a rival of the Yosemite," and 
by him there suggested as a 
national 


reservation. 
This is, however, but a frac- 


tion of Secretary Noble's reserve, which in- 
cludes nearly i1 not quite all the big tree 
(sequoia gigantea) forests not before reserved, 
and has in addition the finest forests of 
sugar pine, cedar and other valuable trees 
known to the world. In addition to these 
attractions and treasures it is the source of 
the water supply of the San Joaqnin valley, 
and as such the reservoir of the new wealth 
irrigation has developed in the arid lands of 
that now beautiful region. Mr. Cleveland's 
administration will probably continue this 
policy by making another reserve of the 
no i hern Sierra, from the Yosemite national 
park to Mt. Shasta. But this is not all. 
Three other extensive mountain reserves on 
the Pacific slope have been created by the 
same wise policy—one extending from Los 
Angeles to San Bernardino, one thence east- 
ward to the Pan Gargonia Pass and the 
third in the State of Washington, em- 
bracing Mt. Rainer—the three aggregating 
about !>,500,000 acres. Hardly less import- 
ant is the reservation of the territory con- 
tiguous to the Grand canyon of the Colorado. 
The chief gain is primarly to California. 
By this series of official acts have been 
completed the reservation of a chain of 
forest uplands that now includes all the 
elevated region which furnishes the water 
supply for the productive regions of Cali- 
fornia south of Sar. Francisco.
